Dr. Gray Says Situation Ís Critical 
Epidemic Could Be Disastrous 


Dr. James A. Gray has an- 
nounced that he is "happily 
married," and expects to make 
Belle Glade his permanent 
home. 

‘When questioned by the HER- 
ALD concerning his previously 
announced intention of leaving 
the community, he said: 

“One of the principle causes 
for the original decision was the 
intolerable hospital conditions. 

“When I began practice here 
three years ago,” he continued, 
“plans were being made for à 
new hospital, and Hill-Burton 
funds were allocated to Belle 
Glade in Nov. 1960. These funds 
were turned down by the Hosp- 
pital Board. 
| “T cannot understand why the 
Board has taken such a long 
time to provide the hospital fa- 
cilities Belle Glade has needed 
for many years. I am informed 
that if Hill-Burton funds for 
Belle Glade are not sought be- 
fore September Ist, there will 
be another year's delay, and 
Hill Burton funds of 3/4 million 
dollars may be lost. 

"Doctors and other citizens 
can only follow the lead of the 
Board, as its function is to do 
the planning and building of 
Hospital facilities, 

"Doctors have been repeat- 
edly accused by the Board of 
trying to run the hospital. This 
is an insult to the doctors, be- 
cause if we were running the 


hospitale, a modern one would 
already have been built on the 
present site, 

“A serious epidemic with the 
present inadequate — facilities 
could result in unnecessary loss 
of life of Glades citizens. Should 
this happen, who will be respon- 
sible? 

“A joint hospital would have 
a few advantages which would 
be far outweighed by its many 
disadvantages. The 
joint hospital, which would pro- 
vide Belle Glade with a max- 
imum of 67 beds at a cost of 
over 2 million dollars, would 
have been inadequate for this 
past year. At one time when our 
present 45 bed hospital was 
overflowing with 75 patients, 
the medical staff was forced to 
treat patients for pneumonia an 
other serious illnesses at home, 
when they would have been 
hospitalized had beds been a- 
vailable. 

Belle Glade desperately needs 
a new 75 bed hospital with mod- 
ern surgica! and obstetrical fa- 
cilities, in addition to a reno- 
vation of the present hospital 
which would provide a total of 
at least 110 beds. This could be 
achieved at a bit more cost 
($85,000) to the taxpayers than 
the building of the proposed 100 
bed joint hospital of which 
Belle Glades share would be 
only 67 beds. 

"The situation is critical — 
immediate action is needed!”
